— The secretary 
of tho United State;j trea.sury today 
announced a call ui>on national bunks 
for apiiroximately 2i"> per cent, of tho 
liublic funds luiw lieid in active de- 
po.-iitaries having on deposit such fund.s 
in tlie sum of $100,000 or more, where 
.such witlidrawal can be made without 
iiieonveriiencincQ to tlio trcausry de- 
partment in the transaction of public 
business. Under the call approximate- 
ly $35,000,000 will be returned to the 
treasuiy department. Payments under 
ihls call will be made as follows: Ten 
per cent, of the amount called on or 
before March 9 and the remaining 15 
per cent, on or before March 2.'J. 

Secretary Cortelyou stated that .-id- 
vicos from all portions ot the country 
arc to tho effect that tliis projiortion 
of tho government fun<ls m.-w on de- 
posit with tho national banks can be 
witlldrawn without detriment to flnan- 
cial conditions in any section.

London, Feb. 24. — Tho n.ew educa- 
tion bin was introduced in the House 
of Commons toci;i"f by Reginald Mc- 
Kenna, president of the board ot 
education. Tlie bill regulates the con- 
ditions under which public money may 
1)0 a.jipliert in aid of elementary 
education in England and Wales. The 
llou.-io of Commons was crowded for 
the occasion. 

Tlio new measure is not as conten- 
tious as the Blrrell education bill ot 
190G, which thu House of l.iOrds threw 
into the wastepaper basket withotit 
eeremoiij'. Tho two main principles 
emboiUt'd in the new bill are tliat there 
sliall be complete public control of tho 
elementary schools by locally elected 
■bodies, ana that there shall be no 
denominational tests In tho appoint- 
ment of teachers. In speaking of the 
bill Mr. McKenna said that failure to 
pass the ministerial propos.als would 
give a most powerful impetus to the 
movement to securb the total aboli- 
tion of religious Instruction In the 

Schnnls. 

.Mr. INlcKenna explained lli.at imder 
tins bill there would be two kinds of 
schools receiving state assistance. Tho 
lir.st and predominant would be the 
public elementary school, provided for 
by the public, . controlled hy tho ptib- 
lio and managed by the public, vvhile 
the second and exceptional type would 
bo voluntary schools, which arc sup- 
ported by the various denominations. 
Tho latter, if not carried on for tho 
benefit of denominations, would ti'o 
given oxclieciucr grants in aid, but tliey 
would ri'ceive no suppc^rt from tho 
rates. Tlie local authorities have to 
provide simple Bible instruction in all 
tho elementary schools, but the school 
buildings v.'ould be availal>le after 
school hours for denominational in- 
struetioii by voluntary teacher.^, the 
pupil.s voluntarily staying over for 
such tcaeliiiigs. 

A. J. Balfour attacl;ea tiie bill bit- 
terly, and in spite tjf the modifications 
iiilrodecied li\' Mr. McKenna it is ap- 
parent tliat . the Conservatives and tlie 
eliurcliinen intend to wage as uncom- 
promlfdiig a war upon the present 
measure as they did upon the Blrrell 
bill of 190C. 



REACH SETTLEMENT 



Provisional Agreement Arrived 
at by Representatives of 
Both Sides 



London, Fob. 24.— A. provisional 
agreement looking to the ending of 
the shipbuilders' and allied engineers' 
strike along tlie Tyne was raached In 
this city today. 

At a meeting of representatives of 
the employees and of the laborers, 
terms for tho settlement of thfi <3iffl- 
eiilty wi'i-e proyislonally aoxiepted, both 
sides proiT.ising to recommend the ac- 
ceptance of the finding' of their respec- 
tive bodies. 

The strike of shipbuilders on tho 
Tyne began early in January. By the 
middle of February the strikers had 
been joined by the allied engineers, 
who voted by an overwhelming major- 
ity against a reduction In wages, and 
it was feared at one time that the en- 
tire Tyne ahipbulldng industry would 
bo completely tied up. 

The situation was so serious four 
day.s ago that troops were drafted in 
to assist the local police at Sunder- 
land to put down disorder. 



Says They Will Not Be Driven 
Out By Actions of the 
Courts 



Washington, ]''eb. 24. — .Samuo! Goni- 
pors, i)resident of tho American Fed- 
eration of Labor, before the Hou.sc 
committee on the Judiciary today, as- 
sorted that labor organizations are not 
going to be "driven out of existence" 
notwlth.'itandlng adver.°e decisions by 
the courts. Ho cxpresEed Confidence 
that tho president of [the TTnltefl States 
.sincerely sympathized "with all our 
people," and.addejl: "J have reason to 
bollev?! that the prejsident is not thor- 
oughly Informed as to the real rerhedy 
for tho cause of complaint." 

"Ot all tlie meaKure:; before the 
judiciaiy conimittef," said jMr. Goin- 
pcrs, "tlie Pearce bill come.i tlu^ near- 
est to giving tho working people what 
tliey want. 

"invents have demonstr.ate,] clearly 
to mv mind tliat it is the only bill- 
tliat can b-- at all effective lo de,U, 
with these invasions of liiiiiiaii rights 
so far as the represent.aliveH of the 
.'\nieriraii l''edcration of Labor are 
able to speak, I can s.ay to you now 
that thoy would ratU<?F suffer the 



wrongs that thoy do, hoping and 
praying and working for a time when 
effective justice will bo granted them, 
than to i;oii.sent to, a wrong principle 
whieli would effecl:ually, and for a 
great lenglh of time, manacle tho 
working people, and prevent any sort 
of tangible relief, believing and know- 
ing that time will bring the relief to 
wliicli these people are entitled." 

Mr. Gompcra added: "I don't know 
what tho courts will do, and wh.at ex- 
ecutives will do, goaded on by our 
victorious enemies, but I want to say 
to you just as solemnly as I can say, 
that the organizations of labor .wliich 
have 'done' so- much ' to protect ' and' Irh-' 
prove the condition of the working 
people will not be driven out. You 
cannot afford to 'place the stigma of 
unlawfulness' upon . organizations 
which have done ao 'jnnoh' within the 
law to improve the conditions ot the' 
\vorlclng people." 

Mr. Gompers made the prediction 
that the labor organizations would be 
heard from in tho impending cam- 
paign.

REFORMS IN CONGO 
REOUIByiUCH TIME 

Lord Fitzmaurice Points to 
Enormous Difficulties in 
the Road 



London, Feb. 24.— In tho House of 
•Lords debate today on the Congo .situ- 
ation. Lord Fitzmaurice, representing 
the foreign office, pleaded for more 
time for action on tho part of tho Bel- 
gian gcvernmont. He pointed ou the 
onormou'li difficulties, both interna- 
tional and Belgian, that were in the 
way of speedy accompiishinent of tho 
reforms in the Congo desired by every- 
body. The Britisli government, the 
speaker said, would not regard as sat- 
isfactory anything short of complete 
vindication of lioth the treaty obliga 
tlons and the claims of humanity.; Lord 
Fitzmaurice said ho thought the ap- 
])oals made for the country ha(3*re,ce.lv- 
od a marked response froni. the United 
,States. 

Continuing, Lord Fitzmaurice said; 
"I regard tho co-operation ot the Uni- 
ted States of the highest importance, 
not merely because of the influence 
and power of the United States, . gnreat 
as this is, but because the United 
States could not under any conceivable 
circumstances be charged with what 
Groat Britain unfortunately has boon 
charged, namely, purely selfish ambi- 
tion. One question in whieli the poofjle 
of the United States and ourselves 
are particularly interested is the re- 
fusal of the Congo state to carry out 
its treaty obligations with regard to 
the granting of right for the chapels, 
services and schools of the varlotis 
missions. 1 can only prpmise the house 
that th(^ foreign ofllco Will not lose 
sight ot this question, and that It will- 
continue to pressit." 

Ill announcing the early publication 
of a wliile book on the Congo, Lord 
Fitzm.auriee said; "This book will in- 
clude the lirst outward and .visible sign 
of tlie co-operation between ourselves 
and the United States, a very interest- 
ing extract from the report ot an 
American consul wliicli by permission 
we were allowed to incorporate." 

The report to whi.ch Lord Fitzmaur- 
ice refers is that of -James A. Smith, 
the American consul-general at Boma. 
It dealt with the vliHuar forced labor 
imposed upon the natives.- by the'tood 
taxes, the conditions of rubber col- 
lecting and the cheating practiced upon 
them in tho delivery ot rubber by false 
weiglits. The report shows that the 
wniiien in the villages ot tlie Leopold 
district practically have ceased to Ijoar 
children owing to the incessant wm-k 
made necessary for the payrneiit of the 
food taxes.

He 
took e.\'cc|ition to that gentleman's re- 
marks at Vancouver on the preceding 
Saturday evening, and he wu.xed very 
indisiuint o\ or his pleading in a private 
ea.se whik' I lie lioUKC was In .scM.sion 
and while he wu.s enjoying a stipenil 
from the province. 

Me took exception to the mean.^. b.\' 
whieli. he el.iiiueil, the .s\irpbis for the 
la.-^t fiscal year had l.ioen nilled u]). He 
said tliat it was 1)\' the alienation to 
speculators uf the crown lands, the 
timber lands and tin' resources of lirit- 
Ish Cohmibia geucrallj-. 

If Mr. Oliver had waxed warm wlu ii 
he denounced the lack of modesty ni 
the attorney-general, his tone took on 
a pathetic note wlien lie referred to the 
shortcomings of the government with 
regard to the votes for constituencies. 
The average vote to those wliich were 
rei)resented by Liberals In the house 
amounted lo but $S,OlHi, he said, while 
lli.it to Conservative ridiiiRs was far 
more. Delta, had a vote of but $1,100. 
A^'lle^ the Hon. Richard McBride in- 
terpolated a remark aiiciit a. bridge 
(Xew Westminster bridse) wliich had 
been built across the Frasor for the 
benefit of the const itiienes' of Delta, 
and which had en;;t .^l ,000,000, Mr. Oli- 
ver's laugh was almost sardonic, ami 
he i3er|)etratcd what was almost s pun. 

"Yes," he said, and if you cross that 
bridge with a sucUing pig. you have to 
pay a toll upon it. I call that extreme- 
ly picayunlsh." 

Mr. f)ltver's criticism tliroughoul was 
along very much the same line. Uc 
continually acclainierl the hon. minister 
of finance as ihe ablest of the lieuten- 
ant-governor's advisors. Me averred 
that in that gentleman's word the op- 
position had confidence. 

.V pleasing incident marked the sit- 
ting and proved that for once virtue 
Is not alone its own reward. As the 
hon. menihei- f<n- Cireenwood, O. R. 
Xaden. was writing (uiict'.y at ius dcsE\ 
and the legislature rapidly committed 
\arious bills, tlie serBcant-at-arnis en- 
tered heariim' a vase containing' some 
beautiful carnations. Those he pro- 
ceedeil to dei)risit uiJO.i the desk of 
that hon. gentleman, t'lxr an insUmt 
the significance of tlie act, was a mys- 
tery, but as the memory of Mr. Naderi's 
spii ited battle in the cause of female 
suffrage dawned again in the minds of 
the members, the incident was haileil 
with cheers and handclapping from 
the r.-inks of both government and op- 
position, a tribute wliicli the member 
for tn-eenwood boi-e bliishiugl.w 

When .Ml-. Hawtborntliwaite yCMcr- 
day hiariicd tliat the p;overnmenl did 
not intciid to Iniii!; in a bill extending 
the terms of the Vaneotiver Islanrl Set- 
tlers' Higli'.s act he introduced a hill to 
that effect. It provides that the time 
in whieli application may be made f'lr 
permission to benefit under the terms 
of tlie ;ict be extended from December, 
null, to December 31, 1!)0!». 

The premier's motion providing for 
night sittings from now until the close 
of the session was formally passed. A 
session last evening was contemplated, 
but was later withdrawn, and the 
house adjourned until today at 
o'cloclt. It Is altogether likely that 
there will be an evening session today 
The Speaker took the chair at 2..'!0 
o'elock.

During the last liiiancial \car ihe 
sum of $2."ir),0mj had been ol.itaiued in 
royalties from this source, while It 
was also stated that royally had been 
paid on 910,000,000 feet; and w^hcn lie 
compared the figures, he found a dis- 
crepancy of some $118,906. 

Criticises' Timber Policy. 
Taking the cut of last year, which 
was the largest in the history of the 
province, the acreage now under li- 
cense would provide the province with 
lumber for 300 years, on the basis of 
L'0,000 feet to the acre— a figure which 
was said not to be unrea.?onable, and 
the present consumption, and as iluse 
leased ran for terms of Ul years, the 
consequence must be that only the 
linest of the timber would bs cut and 
injury must result. He observed tliat 
the president of the council shook his 
head. Were the figures which were 
furnished by the govei'nnient incor- 
rect'.' 

Hon. F. L. Carter-Cotton: Xo; but 
your deduction is not correct. 

Mr. Oliver proceeded to say that the 
rather depressed conditii'ii of affairs in 
the Northwest Territories did not Jus- 
tif.v lioiie of an excellent market beini; 
found, either for lumbi'i- and for pro- 
duce in that (|iiarler. This was shown 
by tile fact tliat the Domlnlun govern- 
ment had advanced over $3,000,000 to 
imrchase seed grain for the farmers in 
that section, wliilo uiaiuifacturcrii 
were comiilaining tliat tlieir drafts feu- 
goods sold in those territories were 
coming back dislionorcd. !t was not 
pleasant to mention these things, liut 
these were ffict,s. 

Discusses Estimates. 
Taking up the estimali^s for iiuldic 
works, he said that if the assurances 
which had been given liiiii were ful- 
till»'(il he had no reason to coinr!^';i 
as far as the expenditure in iiis own 
constituency ",a5 concerned: but 
nevertheless lie could not ilosc liis 
eyes to the fact that, in eouformily 
with tlie policy of nasi years, Ihe eon- 
stitu(uicies wliich were reiiresenled hy 
opposition memln'rs were, ii not (ex- 
actly starved, only meted out enough 
of tile luiblie funds lo keep work from 
going all to pieces.

CflSJipflULEVARDS 

Council Will Collect From Pro- 
perty Owners on Dec, 1, 
' ■■ Each Year 



The >Tuesliiin of (the ••assessment of 
Iiroperty owners wKo are benefitted by 
tho laying of boulevards along tho 
thoroughfares In front of their prem- 
ises came before the city council lust 
night, being introduced by tho follow- 
ing resolution submitted by Aid. Hen- 
derson: "That tho recommendation 
of the parks' board to assess, levy and 
collect for the cost and maintenance 
of boulevards be adopted, and that a 
separate account bo kept of all monies 
expended on npUeep of boulevards dur- 
ing tho year commencing January 1, 
190S n.p to and inclusive of December 
:n, I'oOSi, and that such expenditure bo 
then assessed ;ind a by-lav/ passed 
Un-\-inK and collecting tlie same from 
Ilur owners liable, and that the coun- 
cil do set aside and appropriate a suf- 
llcient sum to meet this expenditure." 

Aid. Henderson «tated that in his 
cipinioiT it would be better to go ahead 
with the work, and on a ifcertain date, 
Decemb>.- 1, in each year, when tho 
exact .^.ist of laying the boulevards 
and inaintainlnK them were known, tho 
assessment by-la\r could be passed. 
If the by-law were passed early in the 
year the council would only be able to 
estimate the cost and might fliul that 
it had made an estimate too low or too 
high. By December 1 all the work In 
tliTs direction for tlie year woulu liave 
been complel'-fl 'i^'"' "^"^ exact cost 
would be known. This year, according 
to the estimate of tiio superintendent 
of boulevards, the coat of laying and 
maintaining tho boulevards would be 
in the neighborhood of $1,000. 

Did Not Know Cost. 

Aid. Mable asked if tho people lo bo 
charged with the boulevards luiew 
what it was going to cost them, and 
Aid Henderson stated that It has been 
estimated that the cost would be about 
seven cents per foot front. The city 
ha.s pov/er to make the assessment. 

Aid. Cameron thought December 1 
as the date of assessment was too ialc 
in the. year, as little of the money 
would be collected before tho end of 
the year. 

Aid. McKeown remarked that tb.erc 
had been several complaints made 
about the character of tho .shrubs be- 
ing planted upon the boulevards. Sev- 
eral property owners on South Tur- 
ner street had so complained to hlin, 
and also of the manner in which some 
of tho boulcvardlng had been done. 

Aid. Norman felt that wliat with the 
taxes "outside the fence and those 
within" there was urgent need of some 
limit being placed to tho taxation. Uo 
tclt that the city was koU:;^ too far 
in the local improvement idea, and if 
owners should have their taxes In- 
creased at tho present rate it would 
result in people contenting themselves 
with less frontage to escape taxes, and 
thus allow the city to lose its reputa- 
tion of being a city of splendid homos 
and large grounds. 

Defends Plan 

Aid. Henderson stated that .regard^' 
ing the complaints against tJ^a,Sl^J!,bg 
being planted on tho boulayacids. jthQ 
class of trees and shrubs to be plants 
ed had been advertised, aad there had 
been but one complaint, and !n *liat 
case the shrub had been changed to 
meet the wishes of the 0"Wners. As to 
the cost of local improvements It was 
a question of having such Improve- 
ments done under tliat system or not 
at iill. It was a just method of tax- 
ation for a man pi'-id for exactly what 
he got. 

Aid. FullcT-ton declared he was dis- 
gusted with the pessimistic utterances 
of some of the members of the coun- 
cil, and asserted that they seemed to 
forget that the extra Improvements, 
wliile it might mean extra taxation, 
would also mean a decided increase 
in the value of the property improved. 
After some further discussion Aid. 
Henderson's resolution passed as also 
did the following submitted by the 
same alderman: "That It Is desirable 
to pave by means of wooden blocks 
treated with creosote ajid placed upon 
concrete foundation, Fort, street from 
the Junction of Yates street and Fort 
street and Oak Bay avenue, and also 
that a permanent sldewaik be laid 
down on the north side of Fort strc . t, 
betveen Elford and Richmond strets, 
the work to be done under the Local 
Improvement Cleneral Bylaw." 

IVlany Improvements 

Tho following report of the atrrets, 
bridges and sewers committee was 
adopted : 

Ccntlemen: Your strcefs, liridges. 
sower'; and wtitor committee having 
considered the undor-menliiuieil sub- 
jects, beg lo report and recommend as 
follows :

There Is nothing 
endtirlpg in our settlements, and It Is 
as c^X';;taln as sunrise that sooner or 
later,''' -and no one can say how soon, 
we aball have to confront similar dlf- 
llculties, perhaps In a much, more se- 
rlouS;f6rm. Is it not time to consider 
very 'carefully whether our machinery 
Is th^' best conceivable for dealing with 
this 'world-wide race question? We 
have seen how the Imperial Ca-binet 
lias dealt with the comparativel.v small 
trouble in South Africa; and it is cer- 
tainly not a method that inspires con- 
lldencc in view of pos.siliie and jjrolj- 
able eventualities. Surely it is time 
if. establish some body more fully in 
toucli Willi tlie various conimuiiitic;! 
atul races composing the Empire, which 
sliould, at Ihc lowest, provide tlic de- 
ia.iied i^nowlcd.iivc needed to nip ti'oalile 
in tlie bud, and, wo ;;!iq:ht 'nop,; also, 
tiic iii.strnpted ima.gination of which

'I'o 
mo.st of the olijecis of the li-ag-ue no 
one can take exceiitinn, but Its immc- 
di.ate aim is a "iiublic inquiry" into 
the state of tlie navy. You ask me to 
join a body of persons, all actuated 
no doubt by hoiiurable ami patriotic 
motives, who are engaged in promot- 
In.g a scheme designed to overturn one 
of the prime ininisterls principal col- 
leagues and ii board of admiralty nom- 
inated by him. 

l''or it is obvious that a piililic in- 
tiuiry into the stale of the iinvy such 
as you desire to form would indicate 
a want of confidence in the present 
board of admiralty, which might make 
tho rcterttion of office by the board 
Impossible from the day such an in- 
quiry was granted .by tho g;ovemment.

^vould ten years ago. The greater 
jiroportion of the increase has been in 
the rent value of houses. In some 
cases rents have advanced 113 per cent. 
Food prices rose 46 per cent in the 
decade, fuel 2K per cent and clothing 
■10 i)or cent. No wonder the nian on a 
fixed income or salary finds it 7-noro 
ilifficult to make ends meet than he 
did in tiie nineties. Forced economics, 
nmounting to privation, have been the 
result in many lu)i7sehoIds. No doubt 
the avorage bread-winner cherishes 
the hojic th.nt the present trade set- 
Iin. cli miiy reduce living expenses. On 
tlio whole, however, the tendency of 
lirines on this continent may natural- 
ly be expected to be up'>vnrds.

coal and measurement of wood for 
purchasers' protection, the following 
paragraph from the Montreal Gazette 
will \)-3 read with Interest: 

Toronto luis inspectors who weigh 
the coal delivered to customers by doal- 
crs^ Jjnst year the inspectors report- 
ed that 70 per cent of the loads were 
correet or above weight, and ;!fj per 
cent uiuler weight. Whllii .same peo- 
ple failed to gut What they had p;ud 
for the dealers did not benefit, for the 
excess weight delivered was 21,10;! 
pounds greater than the aggregate of 
the number of pounds pnder weight. 
The average of the^loads under weight 
was only 30 pounds. Toronto's coal 
dealei's are honest even if its milkmen 
are aware of the location of the pump.

only there it took a centruy and a half 
to get to the bottom of the niyster\-^ 
I low It disappeared from under the 
noses of Cromwell's forces and was 
smuggled by a couple of women into 
safe hiding is a thrilling story; how 
It was eventually brought to light and 
secured In Edinburgh Castle is the link 
connecting the first dtsappeamncc 
with the equally mysterious second. 
Not, says the London Standard, \intil 
1818 — more, thajt a century after pre- 
viously being seen — was it again ex- 
posed to the light of day. Scott be- 
lieved that it lay lost in Edinburgh 
Castle, and agitated until he got a 
Commission of Search appointed. It 
was "Rob Roy's year," and Crciker 
wrote to him "Do yf)u think that such 
a fellow as Rob Roy would lun'o driv- 
en cattle wliilo there was such a pri-.20 
at .Edinburgh Castle'.'" They arc driv- 
ing cattle in Ireland today, while the 
treasure of Dublin Castle is still to 
seek. 

The Scottish crown was naturally 
precious to the people over the border. 
They would not let it come to England 
for tho coronation of Charles I. lie 
had to go nc'-th to be invested. Twen- 
ey- eight years later the rapid advance 
of the Cromwclllan forces rendered it 
desirable that the regalia, which thoy 
greatly wished to seize, should— be re- 
moved beyond their reach. It wa.s 
committed to Dunottar Castle, which 
was gallantly defended by Geo. Ogil- 
vie, of Barras, and his wife. It be- 
came evident that tlie be.siegcrs must 
In time force a capitulation, so Ogil- 
vie wrote to the king praying liim to 
send a vessel to carry the treasure 
away. This could not be done. There 
fore the brave wife, a daughter of the 
house of Douglas, hit upon a plan of 
her own. Her immediate agent wa 
the wife of a minister named .lames 
Orainger, of Klneff, a parish four or 
rive miles from Dunottar Castle. She 
was permitted by the troops to enter 
the castle. When she came out she 
had tho crown hidden in her skirts, 
while her maid carried the sword and 
sceptre concealed In a bundle oB flax 
which they pretended was. for spinn- 
ing. 

The English General, never su.=;pcct- 
ing, helped the lady to her horse, and 
saw iior saCel.v out of tlie camp. She 
gave the articles to her Imsband, and 
he at de:!d of night Ijuried Iheiu in his 
church. He raised the stones about 
the puliiit, iind bene.'ith then-i lild tho 
crown and sceptre; tho sword he hid 
beneath the flags underlying a Iir'.-ip of 
old seats at the oiiiiosllo end of tho 
church. Two months later the ea.-itle 
w,as surrendoi-r>d. 'I'lu; only thing 
sought 'w.'is tin. re,i?alia, and that had 
gone. Ogilvic and his wife were treat- 
ed with great severity, but he could 
truly declare himself innocent, for the 
secret was his wife's, and slio would 
.say notliing. Tho minister and his wife 
fell under suspicion, and were closely 
examined, and even tortured, the rec- 
ords say, but they remained faithful, 
and no Puritan hand touched the prec- 
ious jewels. X

Sunday, the forty-sixth anniversary 
of Flrat PreKbyterlan church of tiii.s 
city, was observed, the pastor bcinfj 
assisted In tho forenoon by Rev. G. K. 
B. Adams, of the Metropolitan Metho- 
dist church, who preached an excel- 
lent sermon; and by I^^<^•. M. Honder- 
-son, ot the Middle West, in tho even- 
ing, T.vho also preached a fine sermon. 
The congregation was large in the 
morning, and the church was crowd- 
ed in the evening. Tlio singing by 
the. large choir, which is cne of tho 
best in the province, wa.s niucli en- 
joyed.- -The congregation is well or- 
ganized, and is in excellent cono'ition. 
It Is free from debt, and doing good 
woric In tlie lines of tiie gospel.

assenibl.N- of the Presbyterian church 
in Ireland sent the I'.ev. John Hall to 
pri\-icli the .gosi'd in Vancouver 
island. Scj f:ir away was this island 
considered then that Air. Hall was 
desiKuatoil as a forel.gn missionary, in 
tho -■••anie way as the church desig- 
nntes niissioiuiries now to Cliina. In- 
dia, and .laiian. In February, 18t!2. he 
t^rgar.izpt! the congregation of First 
Prosbj'terian church ot this city. After 
three years of faithful service, Mr. 
Hall went to Australia, and was suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Somerville, sent out bv 
the Colonial committee of tlic ChnTcii 
of Scotland. After a short pastorate 
Dr. . Somerville withdrew from First 
church, and organized the congrega- 
tion of St. Andrew's church. After 
Dr. Somerville withdrew First church 
practically closed for nine years. At 
the end of that time Dr. Held, a Con- 
grcsationalist from England, became 
pastor. A few years after his resig- 
nation the First church united with 
the Canadian cliurcli, and became one 
of the congrogatiois of the Pro.s1)ytor- 
i:\n church in Canada. Its first pastor 
under the new order of things was the 
Tti'V. Llonald I^'rasfr, M. A., of Mount 
Forest, Ontario, lie was a dlstin- 
gul.-ihca graduate of Queen'r college, 
Kingston, a, man of s(diolarly attain- 
ments, devoted piety, an earnest 
rireacher, and an indefatigable worker, 
and a man whom lo know was to os- 
locm for his luiscdfishness and sterl- 
ing (lualitli.'S. He di,-.|i in ISD). after 
a slKJrt illiii'ss, and v.-as succeeded a.i 
pastoi- of b'lr.'^t cbiuadi in 1802 by the 
Rev. Dr. Cainpljcii, iviio still "holds 
the fort," and preaches twice every 
.Sunday in the historic temple at the 
( orncr oC Blanchard and Pandora 
streets. 

Tho ladles of the congregation ;ire 
taking steps to install the most im- 
proved electric light iilant, which add 
to the appearance of the auditorium 
and to the comfort pf the worshippers. 
The choir deserves a largo and a bet- 
ter organ than that at present in use, 
.and no cioubt steps will bia taken ere 
long to secure a good instrument, 
i'resbyteiians have gotten over the 
idea that a good organ being uspd as 
one means of drawing young iteople 
to church is acting on tho principle of 
"O, whistle, an' I'll come to ye, my 
lad." 



Tile full cotu-t yesterday afternoon 
unanimously upheld Che judgment ot 
the chief justict! tluit the local Natal 
act is invalid l).y reason of its contra- 
vention of tho treaty obligutlona of the 
country. Tho court, which consisted 
of Justices Irving, Morrison and Clo- 
ment, announced their decision witli- 
out calling upon counsel represoniing 
tho Dominion government, Mr. Justice 
Irving stating that they would give 
their reasons In'tlie morning, B. Cas - 
sidy, K. C, argued "the appedl for the 
provincial government, his chief points 
apparently being that tho province had 
fidl power to legislate on immigration 
mattens unless and^^mlil interfered 
with by the Dominion, eltlur by dis- 
allowance or by statute. lie contciul- 
ed that neither course had been taken 
with respect to this bill, the Dominion 
act which had hcen passed embodying 
tli(> trcat>' l.ieing merely an Innocuous 
expression of ;',pproval which did not 
contain tlic nci essary enactments to 
make the treaty substantive lav/, lie 
also argued tliiit In any event the Do- 
minion parliament had nothing to do 
with treaties in any manner whatever, 
so any attempt at ratification or sanc- 
tion of such conventions was without 
legal effect. 

In ojicning his case aslving for tlio 
reversal of Chief Justice Hunter's de- 
cision, whicli released the two Japa- 
nese. i\I. Nakanc and T. Okasake, from 
detention under tho provisions of tiie 
Natal act, Mr. Cassidy stated that the 
whole question was whether or no the 
Natal act were repugnant lo the pro- 
visions of the Anglo-Japtmese treaty, 
as there was no ciuestlon of the right 
of tho province lo legislate on matters 
regarding imiulgration, as the act in 
nue.stion covered li different Qeld from 
that occupied by Dominion legislation 
on the suljjoct. He quoted section 132 
of the British North American act, 
which, he said, conferred on the Do-i 
minion the duty of standing, guard over 
international treaties so . far as Can- 
ada was concerned, treaties not being 
Oommiinicated offlclally to the lieu- 
tenant-governors. It was also plain 
tjiat Canada must interfere either by 
disallowance or by 'statute. 

"If you deny this appeal," said Mr. 
Cassidy, "your lordships must consider 
that Canada has Interfered either by 
statute or disallowance. 1 -shall auo- 
mlt that nothing has taken plac^' to 
derogate from the Natal act, and -tha^ 
there is no ciuestlon of Us being ultra 
vires. We admit that tho treaty is a 
valid treaty." 

Continuing, counsel referred to two 
cases alreadv decided in tlil.-i province 
by single jndges who held that tho 
mere fact that a law was inconsistent 
Willi a treaty made it ultra vires, .and 
siihniittcd that tliey were wrongly de- 
cided, quoting froin a work on inter- 
national law, whicli s;i,id that such a 
■ctate of affairs would merely give 
suitable ground for exercising tho 
veto. In the meantime ho urged the 
act was law, to which the court would 
give el'fect. 

Imperial Government Only. 
Mr. Cassidy next proceeded lo argue 
that the parliament of Canada bad no 
power whatever to make treati(;s or 
even to sanction tlicm. Treaties under 
the British constitution wero made by 
own and not by parliaments, and 
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ould only be ."^inctioned iiy the body 
I in whose hands lay the ultimate jiow- 
1 IT. Tills was the Imperial iiarliaincnt, 
I which was the supreme legislative 
I pr)\vcr of tlie empire, atid wlilch (!Vi-n 
ii.ad tlie power liy it.s statutes In over- 
ride the Dominion parliament, thoup.h 
this right was not exercised. So far 
ay .sanctioning a treaty w.as concerned 
tile Dominion iiarlianicnt was on tho 
same plane as a municipal council, 
and any such legislative expression of 
opinion would be mere waste paper. 
He quoted here a casi» decided in tlie 
IHnglish courts where a Btdgian siiiii 
was seized for damages after colliding 
with another ship; altliough under a 
treaty, she was entitled to bo consid- 
ered as a ship of war, and so exempt 
from selsure, the court proceeding on 
the principal that the individual citi- 
zen was not bound by a treaty to 
wnlch ho had not through his roprc- 
scnt.atii-es given his iissent. The treaty 
in question ajiiieiirs nut lo have been 
Kulimlttod lo tile nrilisli rjarliaiuent. 
In II. word. Canada. cf)uld lud. sanction 
a,n Imperial treaty, Init could merely 
phicu its imprlmatiu' on the bargain. 

Mr. .liistice ClenienL ijointed out 
that section of the British North 

.\uierica tict conferred upon the gov- 
ernment of Canada tho power of car- 
rying out obligations under treaties. 
To this Mr. Cassidy replied that all 
the Dominion had done In this daso 
was to approve the convention, but 
that it had not passed any act for the 
carrying out of It.s provisions, and 
in illustration of iiis point read from 
the act regarding Ihe regulation of 
lislieries on the Atlantic coast in 
pursuance of the .l''rench treaty, Iri' 
whicli the ncc-'ssary regulations for 
oritorcln.g the provisions of the agree- 
ment wi've set forlli. Jiuign Clement 
pointed out thut in this tre:i.ty no such 
regulations were necessary. 

Effect Is Nil 
Mr. Justice Irving asked: "Now 
what is your own opinion Mr. Cas- 
sidy? Would you not advise a client 
that the Dominion act is an act of 
parliament?" 

Mr. Cassidy— I would, but I would 
also advise hlln that its effect is nil. 

Analyzing the Dominion act he said/ 
that either the whole treaty was made 
law or lionef of it, and referring to 
one of the clauses iiB pointed out that 
it bound the hands of future parlia- 
ments till 1912, ■which was an impos- 
sible position. . Tliel^', lordships did not 
agree ivith lilm. ' 'Mr. Justice' Irving 
suggesting that the. act could be su- 
perseded by a'''),ajSf^«inactment If it 
became nekcssaryj ' while' Justice 
Clement did not; :seo how- that point 
affected theiintijtjter ia.t Issue. 

TurhlrtgJ: to;, .thS. 'Natal act again Mi'. 
Cassidy cdhteiided that It did not dis- 
criminate agaln.st tho Japanese, which 
nwas .all they could claim. . Even If a 



British subject could: not pass the ^ test 
ho would be,:excluaed: The- treaty rei-r;; 
served;i''iull-'.illber,ty^^ 'for; the subjects' 
of either., ppwer to''' travel In the do- 
minions of the other, • but . counsel 
urged that this did not meanr. "com- 
plete" liberty, for otherwise " dlseasecf 
and insane i)ersons could not bo ex- 
c'.'ided under the Dominion Immigra- 
tion regulations. 

Mr. Justice Irving — The test hero Is 
that It Is a liberty -' that'.: 'canriot- be 
trammelled by the act of a provincial 
legislature. 

Mr. Justice Morrison — Tour case Is 
hopeless if you get away from youl.° 
position that tho Dominion act is not 
an act. ' 

After further discussion his lordship, 
Mr. Jirstice Irving intiniated tliat the 
court would uphold tho decision of tlic 
chief justice, telling Mr. Macnonell on 
the other side that they would not call 
upon him, but would give their rea- 
sons In the morning. 

Rex Vs. Soherf 
Tho court then adjojirhed. Today 
Rex Vs. Scherf will be argued. This 
Is a, criminal appeal before the court 
in banc. 

Chief Justice Hunter's Decision 
The full text of the judgment of 
Olilet: Justice Hunter, from which tho 
appeal heard yesterday was taKen, is 
given below: , . . 

Judgment in Chamlisrs 
Delivered by the Hon. .Chief Justice 
Hunter, at Vancouver, B. C, the Slst 
d.-iy of February,' 1908, in the matter 
of habeas corpu.s proceeding re M. 
Nakane and '1'. Okasake. 

Inasmuch as this matter is a very 
urgent one, and having regtird to all 
the public interest.^ concerned, and in- 
iismuch as I have come to a clear opin- 
ion upon the only matter which it is 
necessary for nie lo decide upon the 
present ap[ilic;i,lion, I think I will be 
acting ic the advantage of till concern- 
ed if ! prpcoe-i to Ki\'e judgment at 
ones. 

it Is, as I understand it, admilted at 
the outset that the applicants hero are 
subjects of the Emperor of Japan, :tnd 
they come to court (pu/Stloning the 
valitlity of their detention under the 
act whicli has been recently pas.-ed by 
the British Columbia legislature, which, 
for the sake of brevity, 1 shall refer 
to as the Natal act. 

Now, so far as I can see, it is not 
necessary on the present occasion to 
consider iiow lar tho Natal act is re- 
pugnant to the ju'ovlsions of the Ca- 
nadian Immigration tict. My present 
impression is, although it is not neces- 
sary for me so to decide, and I desire 
lo guard myself against being under- 
stood as having arrived at any dellnite 
judicial conclusion about the matter, 
my jiresent in-(pression is that tho Natal 
act cannot be said to lie repugnant to 
the Dominion Immigration act. No 
section has liecn pointed out to mo 
which lays down a standard by which 
the rights of any person seeking ad- 
mission into Canada can be measured, 
I.e.,' which says who shall be allowed 
In, or who shall be Itept out, excepting 
certain pfrovlsjons which. Include cer- 
tain persons, such as criminals, Idiots, 
paupers, beggars, pr&stltutes, and so 
forth, and which are of a negative 
character. ... ^ 

Now, Inasmuch as the Brlti^ North 
America act permits t'h'e enactment of 
laws relating to Imiwiifratlon by Ihe 
local legislatures .In^bfiar and so long 
as they are ri^t' rpp^l'^jiapt to any act 
of Canada, I ' ani' in^f 'prfepkrcd to say 
from the cursory' glance T' have had of 
the Canadian act that the provLslons 
I have just alluded to in tlie Dominion 
act as the Natal act jippoars merely to 
add lo the list of excluded ;!er?onK. 
Constitutionality Undecided 
At any rate, J have come to the con- 
clusion that It is not necessary for mo 
to decide on the present occasion 
whether the act is int^a or ultra vires 
of tho local legislature. I have only 
to consider on the present occasion how 
far tho provisions of this act interfere 
with or nullify the act known as the 
Japanese Treaty act, which was passed 
In 1907 by the parliament ot Canada. 
Now, that act recites the treaty which 
exists between the Imperial govern- 
ment and the Japanese government, 
and proceeds to enact that the provi- 
sions of that treaty are sanctioned — 
that being the expression that is used 
in the act. 

:Mr. Cassidy, K.C. (Interrupting): 
Tlie convention is sanctioned, not the 
"provisions," but just the convention. 

Court: AVeli, I do not understand that 
there is ttny substantial dhslinction. At 
all events that is not m,v view. 'Che 
learned counsel for the province rai.ses 
tlie point that tills is a mere schedule, 
and that tho Canadian parliament saw 
lit to enact only that they approved of 
the convention that was contalnea in 
this schedule. 

To my mind, the fact that the pro- 
visions are cnntalned in the scliodulo 
neither adds to nor subtracts from tho 
elIicicnc^• of the law. It has been laid 
down time and again by eminent 1 
jurists, for instance by I^ord Justice 1 
Bretl in Attorney General \-s. I.amp- 
lough -t Fx. D., that it is immaterial 
whether "an en.aclment is contained In 
a schedule or in the body of tho act, 
but although In the schedule they arc 
as much a part of tho act as If con- 
tained in tlie body of the act. Now, 
I think it must be plain that when 
the Dominion parliament sanctioned^ 
this treaty between tho Imperial gov- 
ernment and the emperor of .Tapan, 
that they intended to make the pro- 
visions of that treaty a part of the 
law of Canada. 

Dominion's Powers 
And tlien tho only question is, liavo 
tlioy lhat power? I have no doubt un- 
der the co.mbined operation of sec. 13:! 
and see. 05 of the i;i. N. A. act, thai tho 
Doniiiuon p.-irli-imenl had the power. 
Sec. 95 provides thtil tho parliament ot 
Canada has power froni linie to tiun'. 
to imikc laws In relation to agrloullure 
In all or any of tho iirovinces, antl 
in relation to immigration In all or 
any of tho pi;ovInces; and that any law 
of tho legislature of tho province re- 
lative to agriculture or to immigration 
shall have effect In and for the pro- 
vince so long and so far only that It Is 
not repugnant to any act of tho par- 
liament of Canada; and the other sec- 
tion empowers the parliament of Can- 
ada, to make any law necessary or 
proper to secure the performance of 
Canada's obligations as a part Of tho 
empire. In other words, to conflrm by 
positive law that which otherwise 
would rest on convention or agreement 
only. 

Ttiat being so, tho i|uestion at once 
comes u|) as to whether Uie iirovlsions 
of the Natal .-icI in any way nullify, or 
tire conlrtidiclory 10 the provisions (jf 
tho i\cA of the parliament of Canada, 
wliieli Is known as the Jaimnese 
Treaty act. 

Tlic jirovisions of the Natal act lay 
down cei-lain conditions upon which 
any jierson seeking to enter tlie prov- 
ince ma.\- enter, which condltloUH must 
be compiled with before admission is 
granted. Among those conditions Is 
the rct|ulr(-numt by which .-i ixu-son 
shall, If rcKiiiestod to do so by tho !ni- 
inlgrntion offleur, write out lii ISngllsh 
or any language of Europe, an uppU- 



:oallpn,:,to;; the provincial secretary to 
the effect set out in a certain 
schedule. 

When 'we come to compare the pro- 
yl&lon ■ of the Japanese Treaty act 
with those of the Natal act, we find 
it Is agreed that the subject.^ of c4ther 
of the contracting parties shall have 
run uuerty 10 enter, travel or reside 
in any of tho dominions or jiosseis- 
slons of the other contracting party, 
and shall enjoy full protection t.or 
person and propcrt^■, etc. 

It will bo observed tho language is 
"the subjects," not such subjects as 
may be permitted by any province, 
that Is to say, all the subjects except 
of course such subjects as are ex- 
cluded bv the autliority of the parlia- 
ment which IS granting tho right; and 
we tind that In the Canadian Immi- 
gration act th^'tDomlnion' parliament 
has specifled'-certain' classes of people 
who 'Shall be debarred- -from- entering 
Into the Country, ra,nd "there I^ nojilnii-; 
tatlon or mention made as to their na- 
iionaliiy, or source of origin, bui any- 
one coming within any of these spe- 
cial classes Is debarred, whether of 
.Japanese or Chinese or any other na- 
llonalily. And as the Canadian Im- 
migration act must bo road together 
with the Japanese Treaty act, the 
Joint effect of those two acts is tliat 
the subjeel.5 of the emperor of Japan, 
other tlian those which come within 
(hose specified classes, shall have the 
full riglit and libeity to enter, travel, 
or reside in any jiart ot this Do- 
minion. 

Discharges Prisoners 

Therefore as the power of the prov- 
ince to pass inimisralion laws is con- 
ditional upon sucli hiws not being re- 
jnigtiant to tlioso pas.'ierl by the par- 
Hanient of Canada, it follows that to 
the extent to whicli t!ie Natal act is 
inconsistent with tlin Canadian le.-iiis- 
lallon to that itxtcnt it is Inoperative, 
and Ihcrefore the applicants are en- 
titled to their discharge. 

Mr. Cassidy, K. C. : Your order goes 
to both oases? 

Court: Yes. 

Mr. Cassidy: I am instructed by 
tho attorney-general on behalf of the 
province .to give notice of appeal to 
the full court owing to the importance 
of this question, and it is desirable 
to have the decision of the full court 
without delay. I suppose your lord- 
si' ip could make it possible to have a 
Bitting of the full court on this at the 
earliest possible moment. I would 
suggest that they sit on Monday. 

Court: The full court will be sit- 
ting on Monday. 

Mr. Cassidy: Well, could we ar- 
range that tills rather important mat- 
ter of the crown should have preced- 
ence? 

Court: I do not see why not. 

Mr. Cassidy, K. C.: Then, in regard 
to the discharge of the accused, I sup- 
pose tlie accused could be discharged, 
or if your lordship will say that they 
should be discharged on tlieir own 
recognizance lo come up In the event 
of a judgment being reversed. 

Court: No, I have no power to 
make any order escopt an uncondi- 
tional order. 

Mr. Macdonell: Toti have under the 
act the right to re-arrest 

Court: You have the right to ap- 
peal to the full court, and they make 
an order for their seizure and remand 
Into custody in the event of their 
coming to the opposite conclusion. I 
find that there Is absolutely no warrant 
for their detention. They are peace- 
able and law-abiding subjects ot the 
Japanese empire, and as far as I ctin 
see thc^y have a good right ot action 
against" someone, but of course that i,s 
not before me now. ■ 

Mr. Macdonell: Then tho order will 
go for costs? 

Mr. Cassidy. K. C: X don't see wliy? 

Court: wiiy should these people be 
deprived of their costs? They have 
been illegally detaijied. Aren't they as 
much pntltled to it as you would be 
if you hud been seized? 
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of Charles Lind 
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That he came to his death from na- 
tural causes was tho verdict of the 
coroner's Jury which yesterday after- 
noon investigated tiic ciremustances 
surrounding tho death of Cluirl-os l^iud, 
the aged fisiicrman, who was foimd 
dead in his cabin on Humboldt strcel 
on Saturday morning last. Lind had 
not been seen around hi.-; call in foi- 
nearly a month and the neighbors 
wondering wliether he had left the 
city investigated, witii tho result that 
tho police were notified, and the cabin 
broken Into when tho old man was 
discovered sitting In his chair quite 
dead. 

Only tivo witnesses were heard by 
the coroner's Jury, John Hai-kness, 
who identified the body as that ot 
Lind, and Dr. Geoi-gc W. Hall, who 
performed the- i)Ost mortem. Mr. H.'irk- 
ncss stated th.'it Hind had been living 
for some time in No. 4, Lawson's cab- 
Ir.s, Humboldt street. He had last seen 
the deceased about a month ago when 
he appeared quite well. Lind was ac- 
ciislonicd to work in the canneries 
during the summer months and lived 
in tho city during the winter. Mr. 
Harkness did not think Lind was a 
drinking man, on the contrary he ap- 
peared to be quiet and 'sober. 

Dr. George W. Hall testified to per- 
forming tho post mortem examination 
on the body of the deceased. There 
wero no external marks of violence 
and no evidence of poisoning. The 
body was somewhat decomposed and 
Dr. Hall was of the opinion that Hind 
had been dead from three to four 
weeks before being discovered. He be- 
lieved that death was due to lieart 
failure, that organ being enlarged aiid 
giving ovldcnco of having been dis- 
eased. The jury took 'nit a minute 
to return u verdict that ,io,vth was due 
to natur.-il causes. D'- Rlanier, dep- 
uty ci>roner, iiresliled. The .lury was 
composed of J. Johnson, foreman, M. 
McCabo, .1. Brown, Charles 
R. Perry and L. Russell.

On this contlnoafc tlie state of 
Jlassachusctts has taken the lead in 
establishing industrial schools. With 
tile advent of macliiaery" the old Casli- 
ioji of apprenticeshii) wyiit'out. A hoy 
no longer enterg a w.orksliiop, and by 
-slow and patient .stbps acftulros a 
knowledge of his trade. The conse- 
quence Is that in out workshops and 
factories ther.e Is a great lack of 
trained men. When the manual. train- 
ing schools were ' estahllslied .It was 
hoped that thoy would not only make 
hand labor more popular,' but that tbe 
boys and girls who had taken tiie 
course would begin their life's work 
with ej'e and hand so trained that 
mechanical processes would be more 
readily acquired than if all their 
jichool days wer^- spent in gaining 
'knowledge from books. This hope has 
not been disappointed. But It Is felt, 
m manr ttuartfers, that as the standard 
of education has been raised and tbe 
youth of the - country spend a longer 
period of their lives at school, they 
sliould at the sam^ time acquire such 
knowledge, as would, on their leaving 
school, enable them to earn tlteir livli- 
hood. This had already been done in 
the case of clerical worlt;- and It was 
felt that it was only fair that those 
who Intended, on leaving . school, to 
become mechanics should > hfive a 
similar opportunity. To this ehd In- 
dustrial and technical schools- have 
been establlshiid. Evening classes have 
been provided "\vhere ambitious young 
workers can perfect themselves in 
their employments. These schools 
have been in operation for two full 
ycar.s and liave fuKlllod the expecta- 
tions of their fouiulers. ilany statps 
of the Union are preparing to follow 
the example set by Massachusetts, 
and there arc many people in Canada 
who. think that in the ce"ntrt's of 
poimlation industrial education .should 
be establistied.

Atiilelic performances of the first 
water have conic to liglit in many 
parts of JOurope during the last year 
or so to imlge by the new Athletic Al- 
manac, in wiiich records and cham- 
pionship perforiiiances of all countries 
which practice track and field sports 
uit quoted. 

It looks now as if the athletes froni 
this side of the pond will have a liard 
taslc to come out ill tlie le,-id at the 
Olymiiic games In London next July. 

Pre-eminent is the case of throwing 
file discus free style. Just now the 
world's record Is 143 feet 4 inches and 
it stands to (he credit of W. 
Jurvineri, of Finland, ^\■ho is sure to 
be a contender in England. Then there 
is N. Fothy, of Hungary, whose .best 
marK is 137 feet l%inces, and thes.e 
two are ahead of the American record 
of 136 feet 10 inches by Sheridan. It 
will be remembered that at Athens in 
1906 Jarvinen scored third in the free 
style, with a little ove.~ 120 feet, but it 
appears that the big I''!nn has improv - 
ed -with time, for at the international 
meeting at Stocltholm last September 
he won easily with 127 feet 7 Inches. 

In the Greek sLylc Anerican chances 
appear to be very slim. With Jue- 
viiien. who h;is the record of 115 feet 
4 inclies and Georgantas, -yvlio lias 
done 110 feet, and Miidin, of Hungary, 
106 feet, the Yankee mark of less than 
100 feet cuts a ])oor figure. However, 
in the free styio Americans may talie 
the wind out of the I'Mnlander, for 
Italph Rose is reported to have sent 
the discus close on to 150 feet at San 
Francisco. 

It was generally thought Iiero that 
the \vorld's record for throwing the 
,ia\'e|in ^vas lield by I:>reik Lemming of 
Sweden, who sent tlie spear 175 feet 6 
inches at Athens, and who has since 
diiplicatc-d the feat on his native heatli. 
Hut according to the record list tho 
world's best mark stands to the credit 
of A. J-talse. a Norwegian, who in 
i\Iay last made tho grand tlirow of 
176 I'eet 1 Inch.

MAN IS STRONGEST 

A NIMAL IN WORLD 

Veteran Trainw of Athletes and Horses 
Claims l-luman Being Has 
Most Endurance 

Tom Kok, the old-time trainer of ath- 
letes, skaters and bicycle rlder-S, has 
this to say about training: 

"When f began training horses, my 
fatlier told me alwa^•a to let my horses 
have green grass every -day, and I'd 
never have a horse go wrong. I made 
it a rule, and I never did have a horse 
get out of shape under my handling. 
When I began training men 1 thought 
the same idea, ought to work. In the <i' 
tiays they iise<l Ihc old English <dc-i m 
training. Athletes ate no vegetables, 
much rare meat and any am-junt of 
dry, stale bread. It was stale luead 
throe times a da,y, and ale to drink in- 
stead of water. .Scores of athletes dieil 
of f"Ver simply on account of that diet. 

"f switched fniiu that idea, gave my 
men plenty of fresli vegetHibles, what- 
ever meat they wanted and then more 
vegetables. The res.ult was that none 
of the men I handled went stale or be- 
came fever dried. I let them have Icij 
ore.am and good clear water Good 
water never hurts any athlete. 

Look at the way a trotting horse can 
repeat, running tO or 1.2 heats In a day, 
and all within three seconds or so of 
the same time. I've seen horses go out 
and do 2:ei)':i in straiglit lieats, one 
after aiiothir. "What man can run heat 
afti-r bent in (lie same time? It's a 
matter of condition. A man has twice 
the eiiiliirance of a horse. ~\lan is flic, 
sti-ongcst animal in the world. lii six 
days a man can run a horse to death. 

"If you could take your atliletes and 
shut them up In box stalls, feed them 
within five minutes of the same timn 
every day, give them nine liourw a night 
of iiiidlstiirbed sleep, work them lindi-r 
the supervision of men as smart as tile 
men who train horses and then send 
them out to compete, you'd have the 
greatest record-breakers in the world, 
and they'd bo able to go out and repeat* 
as. often as you wanted them to. 

"The only thing in which a man dif- 
fers from a. horse la tluit his brain is 
more active. lie iieed.s mental exercise, 
too, or he'll fret himself stale. When 
I bail .limmy Wiehael, the most nervous 
little bTke rider in tlio world, I watched 
him all the lime. 1 saw tha.t he Iralned 
rigbl. anil I carefully picked out bis 
amiis.'ineiils. Oueo I took .linimy to see 
the "I'Morodora" sliow six. times in tbrei' 
weeks. Ho liked U; .'q.nd that kind of 
amusement was .better^' than loafing 
around Jlanhattnn Beach. A man with 
nothing to do but loaf and look for 
amusement will drink half a ilozeii bot- 
tles of ale a da.v, not beeausc he wants 
It, but because he hasn't anything else 
to take up iTla thouglits ••

Gallagher ap- 
peared worried when he boarded the 
Rtearocr at San Francisco, and, accord- 
ing to some o£ liis fellow passengers, 
had been having somo domestic dif- 
ferences. He had been looking after 
hla :baggage and getting that of his 
daughter, who Is 17 years of age, placed 
!h her8t9.teroom, and toobst seat in the 
social hall, where he sat; alone. He 
went from there to Ma cabin, which 
opened onto the main deck, and It 
seems that he tied his hands with a 
necktie. ]EIe .walked quickly to the rail 
and sprangAOverslde.

For four days the Brodick Castle 
wallowed in tlio trough of the sea, 
drifting with tlie current and strug- 
gling wltii the elements. However, tho 
Storm moderated and as the vessel 
was in tho track of trans-Atlantic 
liners, several steamers pa.ssed. Two 
or tliroe times steamers went along- 
side asking Captain Olsen if he want- 
ed to be taken olf. lie replied posi- 
tively in the negative and the steam- 
ers went away, refusing to tow. The 
crew wanted to desert the vessel nit 
'hey had to await the master's plea-surc 
as all the lifeboat* were gone. 

Finally tho British tank steamer Lu- 
clllne, bound from Philadelphia to 
Dunkirk, hpve in slglit and her mas- 
ter agreed to tow tho Brodick Castle 
to Falmouth. This was accomplished 
without further mishap and tho Bro- 
dlclc Castle arrived safely. Later she 
was> taken to Glasgow, where, she was 
repaired and rerigged at the Barclay- 
Curlo yards, the cost being £7,St00. 

One peculiar feature of the disaster 
was tho facf that the insurance policy 
covering tl^ mainmast expired at 
nnon the day of the mishap.' However, 
as- the- mainmast went over the side 
at 8 a.m. the policy was still in ef- 
fect and the underwriters had to 
stand the expense.

The provincial go\-eiMiment has in- 
cluded a \,ote of .ftiO.OOO in the esti- 
mates for the iie.xt linaneial xear. for 
the eoiistruel ion of a new a.';ylum build- 
ing at C'onultlain on the farm of the 
provincial a.--yliiiu for the insane. 

It is interesting to note that tiie 
medical superiiitejident of the i'.i.stitu- 
tiiin, i:)r. C. Dolii'ri.x, in his annual re- 
port, wliich was preseiiteti to the legis- 
lature yesterday-, recommends tho er- 
ection of an entirely new building to 
accoinniodalo 1,500 patients. lie 
urges that the lirsl slo]) towards this, 
bo the en.-ction of two ImildingK for 
chronic cases. The repwt received 
yesterday is the 3(Uh annual one. 

The report sets forth that the num- 
ber of admissions was 221 during the 
la.st year, suriiassed those of any pre- 
vious year. It was an increase of 71 
over the year lilOi;. of these ios were 
males and I'emalr s. 

Tho most notable result of the p,-ist 
.\-ca,v in connection with the hospital 
was the ratio of cases rei)orted as re- 
eo\ered and also the reduced duration 
of treatment. This was due to the

Hastings, and referred to tljls com- 
mittee, calHng attention to the e.Kls- 
teiice of a house of Ill-fame on Herald 
street, near Douglas street. Your com- 
mittee ilnd that before tho house was 
occupied by the present tenants, the 
owner was duly captioned that tho 
liouse could not be used for improper 
purposes, and this caution was givi-ii 
to tile owner more than once, in fact 
se\'eral times. 

Your eoniniittee further request the 
couiiel! to asli the police commission- 
ers to take such steps as may be pos- 
sible to prevent the arrival of this 
undesirable class from i.uitside pfirts. 

In view of the detention at the pre- 
sent time, 111 the \'ictoria jail of a 
large number of prisoners from the 
mainland, we rcconiniond that the at- 
torney-general's department be re- 
quested to release the said prisoners 
upon expiration of sentence at the 
place of conviction. 

Having regard to reported ill-con-

PeiEST SHOT DOWN 
IN DENVER CHURCH 



Anarchist's Crime Without a 
Parallel in ihe .Church's 
History 



Denver, Feb. 24.-^Pa*her Leo Hein 
rich was shot and .'kiUed •' when ad- 
ministering ■ the sacrament at early 
mass In St. Elizabeth's Catholic 
church; Eleventh and Curtis streets, 
tliLs city, at 6 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Kneeling at tlio altar rail be- 
tween two women, Giuseppe Alio 
pressed the inuzzio of a revolver 
*i(&alnst the body of tho priest, after 
receiving from him the consecrated 
wafer, and shot the man of God 
through the heart. Exclaiming, "My 
God, my God!" Father Leo fell prone 
in front of the altar and died without 
uttering another word. 

With an inarticulate scream of tri- 
umph, which tJio communicants de- 
scribe as the .veil of a demon, tlic as- 
.'ia.s.sin .iiirang into tlie aisle and, wav- 
ing the Mmolclng gun about his head, 
ciashed to the church dOor..J'or ft mo- 
ment tho 100 or more people In the 
church were dazed. Then a woman 
shrieked and the congregation bc- 
eime panlCfStrlelcefl. ) SOtoe - women 
fainted and 'iseireral beiiame Hysterical. 
Several men rushed to the aid of the 
pflest, ahd .others 'dtarted in pursuit 
of the murderer. Among tho latter 
wa's Patrolman Daniel Crefin, who 
overtook the fleeing Italian on the 
church steps. Alio attempted to shoot 
the policeman and was foiled and 
overpowered only after a desperate 
light in' Which several men had come 
to tho assistance bf the ollicer. 

The murderer was hunsit^dly re- 
moved to tho city jail, and as tlireats 
of summary ju.siice were made by 
many mCn in the crowd wlileh dulckly 
gathered in front of the church. Chief 
of Police McJiale Delaney called the 
reserve force of patrolman, who were 
kept on guard day and night. 

In the twenty-century history of the 
Catholic church, members oC Its 
priesthood in- this city declare, tliere is 
no record of a tragouy to parallel that 
of the killing of Father Leo Heinrich 
at the altar of St. Fli/.abfth's church 
ye.-itorday morning. Tills crime, tliey 
sav, will stand out as one of the most 
fearful in the criminal reliords, and 
its perpertation may result in the can- 
onization of Father laeo as a martyr of 
tlie churcli, in whosis sepvlce he fell 
while performing his dlltles., 

Father. Et|8eblu3, as pastor of St. 
Klizab6th'8,_.*eoelved a telegram last 
night from the father provincial in 
Pateraott, N. J... laatructlng him to for- 
ward the .body pf jPather. Leo to that 
elty. Father Wm, O'Ryah, pastor of 
St. Leo's, will deliver . an. eulogy on 
Father Leo, and a sermon against an- 
archy and socialism. Tho funeral 
services will bo attended by ilve thou- 
.-iand members of tho Knights of Col- 
umbus, and the entire body of the 
Knights of St. John iind other Catholic 
aggregations. 

The murderer tuliicd freely in jail 
condernlng his Uondish act. For his 
crime, he declnroO. he had no regret. 
He said he is «• native of Sicily, is a 
shoemaker, and.ls OG years old. He 
became a 'socialist and an anarchist 20 
years ago. Ho camo to America two 
.years ago, and has since been teaching 
anarchy, working but little at his 
trade. 

Colorado Springs, Colo., Feb. 21.— 
Giuseppe Alio, tlie anarchist who shot 
Hhd killed Father Leo Heinrich at 
^Jlcinvcr yesterday, and who is being 
held In jail here, says that he was 
moved to liili the priest by tho ringing 
of the church bells, which reminded 
him of his home- in.rSlcUy, W.hlch, bo 
said, was wrefited from Jjlm »'by the 
church. ;i' 

It appears from statements made by 
the murderer, that while living In Italy 
he was expelled from the church in 
consequence of hU anarchistic teach- 
fnga, Ahd that his wife left him. .Her 
desertion further enraged htm afealnat 
the OHutCh and the priests, and when 
he heard the church bells ringing yes- 
terday mornlni, he decided to go out 
and kill one ptlest, at least, and more 
If he c^Uld. The murderer today said 
that Giuseppe Alio was hlo right name, 
and that he was born in Avalon, .Sic- 
ily, on August 10, 1857. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 24.— -St. Eliza- 
iicth's Ca,thollc church, dcsccratt'd by 
the murder of Father Leo, was re- 
di'Uicated with solemn ceremonies this 
[iftenioon. Tiio services were con- 
ducted by Rev. Percy A. Phillips, 
chancellor of the diocese, having been 
iiutlinrizod In a tclegraiii from Hi.shop 
Matse, who !s now in Los Angeles. 

District Attorney Stidgcr is arrang- 
ing for ;i spi'iuiy trial of tlie man who 
k'li!i)d i'iithor L(Mj, and ^\'ho la , nOw 
confined in jail at t'olnrado Springs.

While the Ottawa government is 
leaving tlie way open for having its 
new fishery protection; cruiser for serv- 
ice on the . British (: jEolujBbiai coast 
built at a British shipyard/ it is an odd 
coincidence that/ Canadian sliiiibulld- 
ers are uslcing (he government for a 
bounty on the shipbuilding industry. 
The new fishery cruiser which. Is 1.0 
cost ;i])proxlma.tely $;iOO,000, \Tas de- 
signed by li. Ij. Newman, whose ]ilans 
were recently setil to ICiigland by the 
Ottawa government, and unless plans 
of the powers that bo are changed the 
vessel will be- built by one of the Brit- 
ish shipyards. The effect of the policy 
of the government and jirivate own- 
ers in Canada in having their ships 
built in Knglandihas. a serious elt'ect 
on Cnnadlan shipbul,ldlng. In East- 
ern Canada several firms have closed 
down. Canada, in its "last Issue,- says: 
"To those British sliipbuilders who 
had seen the yards of the Colllngwood 
Shiribullding company on Georgian 
bay a few months ago, the news that 
the company had closed down for lack 
of orders must have been startling, In- 
deed. Tlie yard was the largest and 
best i>(|ulpi)ed of the five steel shiii- 
bulldiiig yards on the Canadian shores 
of the Great Lakes, but B. i\I. Smith, 
the superintendent, nevertheless as- 
i serted that none of the shipyards in 
Ontario liad made any money, and that 
at Colllngwood the company had had 
lo contend witli the free importation 
of Ih itlsh-built ves.sels, and. with :^ the

INCREASIWG DEPTH 

OF THESUEZ CANAL 

Another Foot of Water Will Add Con- 
siderably to Earnings of 
Steamships 



'I'o the avera.ge person the announce- 
ment that the minlniuni de;)th of wa- 
ter in the channel of the Suez canal 
has been Increased to tweiity-oiglit 
feet may convey little of Importiince. 
However, It means greater income, and 
greater dividends to the owners of 
liirge .steamers which use the great 
artificial waterway. 

.Since i January 1 vessels drawing 
twonty-.tlglit feet have been permitted 



to pass through. Prior to that date the 
maximum draft allowed was tw'enty- 
seven feet. However, the canal com- 
pany has dredgers constantly at work 
and the result now Is that steameia 
may load one foot deeper than hereto- 
fore. 

Even with the Isicreased depth, the 
larger vessels using the canal w>" b« 
unable to load to their capacity, al- 
though 'the extra foot allowed iu a 
great help to the ownerH. , : 

With perliaps one exceptiorj, no eom:-: 
pany operating steamers sends more 
tonnage through the Suez tlian does 
the firm <5f Alfred .I-Iolt & Co. of Liv- 
erppol, managing the Ocean Steam- 
ship and the China Mutual Steam 
Navigation companies. 'J'o this fleet 
belong the -well-known 121ue biinnel 
liners operating between Liverpool and 

I Victoria. 

Not a weelj in the year passes with- 

' out several of this company's slcam- 

I er.s being sent through the Sue/., either 
outward bound or homeward. Some- 
times two or three of the Blue i-'uii- 

I nel.s are in the canal at. the same time. 
Tills fleet pays a fortune In canal dues 
alone every year. To a company of 
this size Increased ■ draft of only one 
foot 'mwans . moro, than the' lay mind 
can oohceivo without elaborate ex- 
planation. 

■ For Instance, vessels the rsize ot the 
NIngchow draw, when loaded to their 
capacity, about twenty-nine feet four 
inches. V/ith only a twenty-seven 
loot draft allowed in the canal it is 
ob\lous that these big cargo^ carriers 
i cannot leave Liverpool filled to their 
capacity This in itself Is a serious 
I matter to tlie owners 
I If a steamer must figure on drawing 
I less than tweiit.v-.-^even feet in the canal 
j she can leave Liverpool drawing a'aout 
27 feet 10 inches. W:lth an average 
consumplloir of coal the ve&sei'is draft 
I decrease^ about one inch each day. 
I The average steaming time from the 
I Mersey to Port Said Is eleven days. 
I Consotiuently If she left with a draft of 
I 27 feet 10 inches she would be drawing 
I about 28 feet 11 inches when she gets 
to the canal. It is not safe to be deep - 
I er than this or the canal authorities 
I may •detatti the vesasl. 

Now with a maxifnum draft of 28 
feet allowed. It means that all vessels 
that have the capacity can load just 
twelve Inches deeper. Steamers of the 
NIngchow class go down an inch for 
abouti. every 56 tons placed aboard. 
With a foot greater draft it means the 
steamer can take about 672 tons more 
of freight. Giving an average freight 
of 30 shillings for this carg.) it means 
(hat the vessel's income will be in- 
creased on each passage by api)roxi- 
iimtely ,£1,000 or $5,000.

As a rule tho..BluQ Funnel vessels 
have sufficient car'go offering in Ku- 
ropo and Great Britain to enable them 
to leave out filled to their capacity, 
this firm being able to got freight 
oftentimes when competitors cannot, 
because it maintains a sale and reliable 
service, operating Its schedule with al- 
most clocklike regularity. However, 
the larger vessels have always had to 
ieave only partially loaded because of 
the limit of draft In ihe canal. 

When the Blue Funnel liners are dis- 
patched from Tacoina they can load 
to their marks, for the Suez rc.gula- 
tlons do not interfere this far away. 
The Blue Funnels discharge a .portion 
df their Pft'cific cargo in the Clrient, 
so that they can always regulate their 
draft before they arrive at Suez. 

Many owners of large vessels which 
have lieen handicapped in their earn- 
ings by the lack of depth in the Sue?, 
have claimed that allowance, in a fin- 
ancial way, should bo made. In other 
words, these owners .assert they are 
entitled to' a redtictlon in tonnage dues 
wheii their vessels ai:e unable to pass 
through loaded to their capacity. But 
the Suez cafi'al makes Its regulations to 
suit Itself and the owners have simply 
had to make the best of the situation. 

The canal company constantly 
spending a largo portion of its income 
in deepening and widening lire canal. 
The 2S-foot draft is the result of many 
months of dredging. However, in time 
owners -po hoping to see a maximum 
draft of 30 feet established. 

RID COTTON FIELDS OF PESTS. 

Good Work Accomplished by an Okla- 
hama Farmer s Turkey Drove. 

N C- McKlhanev. a farmer who 
lives noni this place, has apparentl> 
sclvert the problem ot ridding his cot- 
ton fields of tlie dreaded boll worms, 
v-hich are the forerimiier of the boll 
weevil, and that too, by the simplest. | 
and at the same time most prolitahle 
process. Mr. Mcl-Jlhanoys plan is to 
keep a dro\e of turkeys In his cotton 
iield The bigger the cotton fleld the 
lilgger the drove of turkeys and the 
bigger the profits. 

"In 1905 I rahsed eighteen turkeys 
that srient their t(me on a four acre 
tra< t of land- near the house whicli h;id 
boon iilanted tn cotton," said iMr. i-A- 
haney. "This piece of ground that 
\ ear made 400 pounds ot cotton to the 
acre more than it had ever made bi^- 
fore- Believing that turkeys had some 
thing to do with It I decided to 
them again. In 1906 I raised seventy- 
live turkevs and they ran In twelve 
acres of ;i Held 0I twenty acres that I 
had planted In cotton. This was a 
bad year for lioll worms. 

The twelve ac^res wher.^ the iiirkeys 
stayed made ;i bale to the -.ivre, or a 
tilled more than tlio remainder of the 
same Held, v.bere Iho turkeys were not 
allowed to run. showing that the boll 
w;n-m.s ami other insects hail cut down 
the crop e)ne-third on tbi.' liind where 
tho turl-.eys had not run. In the twelves 
acres where they spent the season 1 
did not see a single sign of boll worms 
duritig the season. This was proof 
enough for me.
